THE TENANTS LOSE. 
; » Qcks 


Hope of local tenants receiving 
better consideration atthe hands 
of the authorities was definitely 
killed in the Legislative Council 
yesterday. The Hon. Mr. Pollock 
very-eloquently spoke on behalf 
of those affected-—Chinese, in the 
majority, then Portuguese, and 
even Furopeans—poainting dut 
that mosl of the demolitions of 
houses now proceeding are due 
to speculation. He traversed al! 
the arguments that have been 
put forward in favour of, tenants, 
and which have beén urged by 
ourselves from time to time. In 
Jealing with the “rebuilding ” of 
premises, Mr. Pollock gave 
specific” instances of houses, 
which are declared ‘te by in good 
conditiua by tae, Building Au- 
tuority, being marked for démoli- 
tion and reconstruction; and in 
touching on the question of 
motive he gave two instances of 
bad faith—in one case a cinema 
is proposed for a site which has 
hitherto found bomes for seven 
bundred working-class Chinese ! 
He pointed: out that however 
much new accommodation there 
might be, it meant far greater 
expenditure on rent and: trans- 
port—fully one hundred per cent. 
more in some instances, Ags a 
small concession to distressed 
(enauts he moved the inclusion 
of ag amendment fo the pre- 
sent Bill’to Amend the flents 
Ordinance, which - would: give 
those immediately concerned a 
‘respite. But alf bis eloquence 
was in vain. With.one ox- 
ception, the Unofficials' voted 
“aye,” but the Officials voted 
solidly. “no,” This. was. after 
H.E. the Governor tad pro- 


the amendment. The “noes,” of 
course, carried the day., We are 
not dealing at present: with ques- 
tions of constitution al relotm, but!

Tha “opposition” had nothing 
new to bring forward in their 
arguments. against ‘putting the 
brake on demolition activities. 


[Members af Council were told 


how nesessary it was that these 
slums should go, how bad: ‘if 
would be to check the expansion 
of the city, how easily other, 
accommodation could be obtain. 
ed, and what remarkably large. 
numbers of Chinese can be 
absorbed into the community. 
Every one of these contentions 
has been dealt with in our 
columns during the” past fow 
weeks. Without accusing the 
Government of being unsyimpa- 
thatic, we can state that yester- 
day's. debate gave Gnal proof of 
thoir baviog tsken up the follow- 
ing definite attitude—progress 
aod expansion of tte Colony can- 
not be checked, the cost of living 
(eg. with necessarily higher 
rents) is bound to go ap, and the 
people must keep pace with the 
march of events. In othar words, 
the time has come for residents 
of this Colony to ‘spend more and: 
save less of their incomes; and 
if they canrot meet expenses 
they: can—well, they can simply 
fall owt from the line of march. 
Possibly the’ Government. will, 
when the need becomes excessive- 
ly apparent, provide a workhouse 
for them! . 


In short, there is now small 
comfort for poorer-clazs tenants, 
and inthe near future a prospect 
of very dismal hue. The Govern- 
ment attitude towards the ques- 
tion of rent restriction was 
plainly stated during yesterday's 


"+ tdebate—it is hoped that this is 


the last time the control measure 
will come up for renewal. Many 
landlords to-day must be, feel- 
ing particularly cheerful. What 


"|tbousands of tenants are feal- 


ing we can well imagine. The 
only hope now for those who are 
not. fortunate enough to have 
housing accommodation provided 
for them ie, by hook or by crook, 
to try ani own a home of some

A Hongkong Scourge. 

We fear the fact is all too 
seldom realised that tuberculosis 
takes a huge’ yearly toll of 
mortality in this Colony. How 
great that tollis may be gathered 
from the statement ia the annual 
report of the Medical Officer of 
Health (Dr. W. W.' Pearse) that 
tubercular diseases cause more 
deaths here than all the notifiable 
diseases combined. The report 
shows « terrible total of deaths 
from tuberculosis of all types, the 
number being well over four. 
thousand, and there are other}. 
figures which are almost: equally 
‘appalling. For example, reapire- 
tory diseases resulted in no fewer 
than 6,155 deaths amongst the 
Chinese, or 43 per ,cent. of the 
total deaths amongst that section 
of the community. .Then, 1,410 
people died from phthisis and 
pulmonary tuberculosis, all but 
23 af whom were Chinese. Thore- 
are other statistica which might 
be cited from the Medical Officer's 
Report, all going to show the 
havoc which is yearly caused by 
the apread of tubercular disease. 


A Real Danger. 

Thé overcrowding which exista 
amongst certsin sections of the 
Chinese community, thd general 
ponditions of povarty under which 
somany thousands ijve, and the 


habit.of indiscriminate spitting 
até. doubtless big - factors in 
the incidence ang spread of the 
disease, and until these gre era-. 
dicated and there are orgenised 
measores taken to combst the 
scourge, we may expect ato gee 
the mortality increase in ratio 
to, or even beyond, the growth 
inthe popalation. Gradually our 
slum districts are being obliterat- 
ed, and amongst some sections of 
the workers the general standard 


{of living ie “undoubtedly being 
nounced an adverse opinion on { raleed.

“Similar stories were current 
last year when Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
was in tauge on board one of the 
men-of-war, and it was found out 
aiterwards-that these s!ories were 
broadcast for the purpose of 
hindering the advance of Dr. Sun's 
troops, who were attacking Shiv- 


Ikwan and the Yueh-Han Railway 


at the time. . 

“Now we are again told of auch 
lies.

A MARVELLOUS ESCAPE. 


The engine and two coachen of 
‘a train on the Kowloon-Canton 
Railway were dersiled -by a big’ 
landslide yesterday “between 


|Shatiu and Teipe. The landalide,- 


which occurred shoutquarter past 
leven, was probably due to the. 
recent heavy rain. Cracks in the 
ground at this point had been. 
filled with water, with the result” 
thatthe earth from the embank- 
ment was washed down on to the 
railyay track below. Tha am- 
benkmont at the place where tho | 
derailment occurred consists to a. 
greatexteit of decomposed rock.- 
At the train which contained 
five coaches, passed,.down came 
a tremendous mass of this, stnk-— 
ing.the engine and the two front. 
coaches. At this point the single 
line runs on a narrow ridge, - 
which is some feet sbove the 
beach, with the sea beyond. 
Hit by. the tons of earth and rock 
which came tumbling down from’ 
the embankment, the engine and:

The escape of the driver and 
firemen was nothing short of 
tmiracalous. Neither received so 
much as a scratch, The derailed 
coaches were’ occupied by . 
European passengers, and these, 
too, marvellously escaped ucburt. 

The landslide broke down tha 
telephone wires, with the result 
that communications between 
Kowloon Station. and the scene of 
the derailment were rendered 
dificult.

Protection Against Eviction. 

I think there can be no doubt, 
Sir, that this revision of the law 
is required in order to protect 
tenanis from being arbitrarily. 
turned out. I should have liked, 
myself, tp have made that revision 
even more wide, I should like in 
the Renta Bill t> have substituted 
the word “approved” for the word 
“recived” and in the second clause 
instead of “are received” to have 
substituied “not being approved,” 
and instead-.of “after have sub- 
stituted the words “prior to." But, 
Sir, in these matters it [s deair- 
able to have unanimity among the 
Unofficial members. The maiter 
has been threshed out and for the 
sake of unanimity I am simply

No New Principle. 

Hon. Mr. Pollock having read

principle of postponement of de- 
livery of possession is recognised 
by subtection.

HON, MR. KOTEWALL’S 
SPEECH. 

Hon. Mr. Rotewall, said: Sir,— 
During the last fortnight my Chinese 
eulleague and I have received 
numerous communicatios from 
Chinese property-owners * afd tén- 
ants in regard to the working of 
the Rents Ordinance, the former 
mainly complaining that’ the mea- 
sare has wrought hardship: on .« 
large number of - good Isndlords, 
and the latter urging more string- 
ent provisions for their own: ” pro, 
tection. I need not trouble the 
Council by repeating | what - these 
Pewple call each other. As regards 
the suggestions embodied in these 
communications my Chinese cok 
league and T have. brought to the| 
notice of the Government, through 
the Honourable Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs, such of them as 
appeared to us to be worthy of 
consideration; and I have also seen 
the Honourable Attorney General 
about one or two. points having: a 
legal aspect : The Hun, Mr. Chau 
Siu-ki and T have given all the 
iuggestions that have been brougat 
to our notice our careful considera- 

ton; and if we are not advocat 
ing more amenuments than those 
mentioned , by the Honourable 
Senior Unofficial Member, it is 
because .we realise that the 
Ordinance 3s a Purely temporary 
measure, at which “it would 
be undesirable to tinker more than 
is absolutely necessary. 

A Point of Law. 

We strongly support the proposed 
amendmen:“the first amendment 
mentioued by the Hon. Mr._ Pol- 
lock” for~giving pawer tu a ‘Com 
mittee, to be appointed by! ‘the 
Governor-in-Council, to posipone 
the operation of notices te qait, 
and the demolition and reconstrac- 
tion of domestic tenements for> a 
prescribed period. The section 
which has just been read out. by 
the Hon. Sesior Unofitcial Member, 
is so framed, as will-obviate any 
possible imputation of bad faith 
on the part of the Goveriment in 
mgard to reconstruction, because 
it is to affect only future applica. 
Vous therefor. It will also obviate, 
any ‘fear that hardship may be in- 
Aicted on some landlords, or that 
a good opportunity of having old 
and insanitary houses pulled down 
and rebuilt would be lost, because 
the Committce js to be’ allowed 
absolate discretion in. the exerci 
of its power. While on this ‘subject!

We trust that this 
amendment will be found acceptable 
by the Government so as to gire 
a check to the machinations of. the 
anserupalous landlord and the 
iniquitous intermediate tenant, 
Continuation Necessary. 
Turning, now, to the complaints 
of the landlords, we are aware 
that the operation of the Ordinance 
does entail hardship on some, 
especially on these to whom theis 
rent constitutes their sole. source 
of income; but such a condition 
of affairs is unavoidable in special 
legislation of this nature. We 
can only hope that the demand ior 
houses will soon be met-to such 
an extent as will justify’ this 
Coancil in repealing the measure 
which, whatever good it may do, 
does’ not get to the very roct of 
the ovil But, Sir, while the shor- 
tage exists, the continuation of the 
Ordinance appears to us to be 
necassary, and we will therefore 
vote for its extension for another 
twelve months, : . 
COL. SECRETARY'S REPLY.

The. matters. most’ immedia- 
tely before thia “Council “sre 
petitions from the tenants of 
Belilios Terrace and the residents 
of Rutter Street, to which I will 
refer Inter. Regarding Belilios 
Terrace, there ure - forty-two 
families, numbering sbout 200 
souls, housed in the 27 buildings of 
these three terraces, and it un- 
doubtedly is, as tha senior Un- 
otticial member has.ssid, a very 
great. bardsbip that-tbis sheltered 
self contained community. sbould 
be evicted’ st such shurt notice; but 
it must be remembered that owing 
to the generosity of the Belilios 
family over a long periud of years, 
their rents bare not been 
appreciably increased, while during 
the same period their salariev, aod 
consequently their rent-paying 
capacity, bave been censiderably 
augmented, with the result thar 
they are now ia a much more fav: 
ourable positiun than the reigb- 
bours who surround them. The 
matter came to my attention some 
time ‘before the petition reached 
me. : Os the. very morning on 
which I received it I get the option 
uf 84 flats ‘ab West Point—two 
‘roomed flatacf a Europesn +tyle 
Thad -not seen them st the time, 
but I” sent tbe committee tf the 
teneots. to jovestigste. and they 
‘reported that they. were: not suit. 
nble, partly on accouns of the sani- 
tary srrangements, apd ‘partly on 
account o!, danger {rom ‘Gre, being 

a Chinese locslify: I-weot down 
‘personally and louked at them. .- 

‘; Two Flats in:One. 

The rent was $45 fora two-room- 
ed Hat, but by. pulting two flats into 
one they would get a four-roomed 
flat fcr: $90, I agreed’ with the 
tenants that they were not suitable, 
At. the sane’ time the Belilios 
Terrace houres struck meas ‘being

member's remarks. about the 
Beaconsfield Arcade property, I 
may mention that these flats have 
been and are tenanted, by Sanitary 
Inspectors and other Europeans in 
jthe Government service. Some of 
them have been there a consider- 
able time. —— 


_The European Aspect, 

Now, coming to the Eurqpesn 
aspect of the question, I have been 
directly approached by one family, 
and in that case I was able to 
arrange with the landlord for 
them te be put into another tene- 
ment. Varions references were 
made relating to persons employed 
in the Naval Yord. That is an 
Admiral:y affair, and all I need say 
is that these men have a house 
allowance which adequately meets 
the rent of available flats in Kow- 
loon. I have also been approach- 
ed regarding two private hotels— 
“Kingselere” and a private board- 
ing: house, consisting of four 
houses in MacDonnell Rozd. kis 
proposed to put 25 houses on the 
Kingsclere site, and to substitute 
for two houses of the boarding 
house and one other independent 
house in MacDonnell Road, eight 
ortea houses. lam afraid I could 
do nothing in this case except to 
talk of blocks of flats in Kowloon, 
and I was met by various objec- 
tions more'or less valid—rather. 
more valid than less.--I also sug- 
gested taking the new hotel on 
which I had-at the time an option, 
and L.now.repeat that suggestion. 
Honourable members  have,. no 
doubt; seen an advertisemen! in 
the papers, and 1 suggest that 
those having experience of Euro- 
pean-hotel- management, migh! get 
together and rent this building as 
a biarding house for European 
occupation—by those persons, who 
may be evicted from their presen: 
tenements. 


European Reservations, 
+ But the root of the, matter gces 
deeper than-that. It goes. right 
down to the question of European 
reservations. . 

Ido ‘not prapose to deal with th 
somewhat thorny subject excep: 
from the aspect of the economic 
pressure which is gradually. driv- 
ing Europeans out of tae districts 
in which they have Jived for many 
years. A number. of persons have 
been persistently crying “stinking 


some of those who have cried 
loudést have the least canse to do 
so. It.may interest honourable 
members to know that year or 
two age tae Government. initiated 
a proposal to make a European re- 
servation’ in the ‘large aréa round 
the lower part of Peak Road, . It 
was essential, of- course, : that. all 
the owners of -houses in that dis-, 
trict should agree that the houses 
abould only. be'let-or sold to Euro- 
Peans...,:Many conferences. took 
place, and most of the owners ac- 
cépted the proposal.
